2 An employee of the Jueterbog labor office stated that 
the labor office had to draft 3,000 workers by early- 
February 1950 for construction work on the runway of 
the ultes Lager airfield. 
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As this is the first Information on construction work 
at the field its accuracy cannot be judged. Two 
ground attack regiments are assumed to be stationed 
at the field. 
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
